One Step Cleared 


(An Editorial) 


Although th*' over-all water supply situation has 
not been solved f<’r Harrisburg, the agreement between* 
the city and the o w n ers of Blue Lake has cleared one 
obstacle. The c i t v now has an emergency water supply 
to fall back on v\ hi Ie the new reservoir and water sys­ 
tem improvements a re being constructed* 
Blue Lake w a t e r may not be all that is to be de­ 
sired, but it will a t least furnish sufficient water th a t 
the city will not fa c e a total emergency. 
The owners o f Blue Lake are to be complimented 
on accepting the proposal of the city to pay four cents 
per 1,000 gallons fo r raw water. 
It may be pointed out 
that this price is higher than paid for raw w ater in 
some areas but o n th e other hand the owners are en­ 
titled to a return on their holdings, and it is fortunate 
that they have t h e facility so badly needed. 
The current m e ltin g snow and rainfall may provide 
sufficient water f ° r the small “Congo” pump in the 
Middle Fork d r a i n a g e ditch to be operated, thus easing 
the situation 
H o w e v er it is predicted th at sooner or 
later—before th e new reservoir is complete, the Blue 
Lake emergency supply will have to be tapped, and 
arrangements a re now such th at th is can be done. 
Numerous m e e tin g s and much leg work by m em ­ 
bers of the W ater Board and the C ity Council have a t 
last brought s u c c e s s , and it is again proven th at H ar­ 
risburg can work n u t its problems.
